Agreement Reached on Arbi- 
tration by Pan-Amer- 
ican Congress. 


ON HAGUE CONVENTION 
AGREEMENT IS FOUNDED 


Nations to Congress, Other Than the 
United States and Mexico, Will 
Likely Adopt a Scheme 
for Compulsory Ar- 
bitration. 


Mexico (Wty, December 26.—Today a 
Substantial agreement on the subject of 
arbitration was practically reached by 
the several delegations ‘to the pan- 
American conference. Contrary to what 
had been anticipated, it is almost sure 
that the agreement is unanimous, in- 
cluding even Argentina, who, it was 
thought, would refuse to sign any but a 
compulsory scheme of arbitration. , 

The basis of agreement is simply the 
Hague convention. All the nations rep- 
resented at the conference. will become 
parties to The Hague convention. They 


might join it independently, but as the 
United States and Mexico are already 
members of The Hague convention, It 


has been concluded that they shall have 
the honor of {ntroducing the other na- 


tions. In addition, the nations to the 
conference other than the United States, 
Chile, Colombla, Ecuador, Nicaragua, 


and perhaps one or two others, will sign 
among themselves a scheme of compul- 
sory arbitration, but still accepting The 
Hague tribunal and The Hague pro- 
cedure. This compulsory plan, however, 
will only take effect among the signa- 
tory nations and will not have the offi- 
Clal sanction of the pan-American con- 
ference. 

A sentiment is growing up in favor of 
fixing January 5 as the definite date for 
the closing of the conference. 

Hon. Volney Foster, of Chicago, one of 
the United States delegate S, takes a hope- 
ful view of the result of the convention's 
work, declaring that he believes that the 
congress will be a success ayd that it will 
achieve what it set out to do under its 
programme. The matters before the va- 
rious committees are being carefully 
Studied, and Mr. Foster regards the gen- 
eral programme laid out for the congress 
as sure to be carried out.

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GREAT BATTLE OF TRENTON 


The 125th Anniversary of Washing- 
ton’s Victory Celebrated. 


ONCE MORE HESSIANS LOSE 


Hirelings of George III Go Down 
in Defeat Before Ragged 
Continentals. 


Trenton, N. J., December 26.—The one 
hundred and twenty-fifth anniversary of 
the battle of Trenton was elaburately 
celebrated here today. A sham battle*oc- 
curred in the morning. The three forces 
of General Washington, General Sullivan 
and the Hessians for more than an hour 
occupied the streets and covered. the 


ground that was gone over in the original | 


battle and a realistic picture of that bat- 
tle was presented except the suffering 
which the American forces underwent be- 
cause of the cold weather and the in- 
sufficiency of clothing. The sham battle 
began near the battle monument, and ton- 
tinued down Warren and Broad streets, 
the Hesstan forces, unger Colonel Gil- 
more, of, the Second regiment, retreating 
and halting at short distances and firing 
on the advancing American army. This 
continued until the surrender at two 
points, one in front cf the postoffice on 
Kast State street and the other on Soutth 
Broad street. 

Professor Woodruff Wilscn, 
ton, delivered an address in the after- 
noon. In his address, besides touchins 
on the history of the battle of Trenton, 
Me spoke of the ideals of America. 

“Our progress during the last one hun- 
dred and twenty-five years was a natural 
evolution. It was not until the war of 
1812,"’ he said, ‘that we began to assume 
our position as a nation of the world. 
Our expansion from time tc time was a 
natural growth, finding a culmination in 
the acquiring of the Philippines as a re- 
sult of the recent war with Spain."’ 

Professor Wilson spoke hopefully of the 
result that, will follcw from our recent 
expansion, both to ourselves as a nation 
and the Filipinos as a people. He dis- 
couraged the political condition which 
seemed to have evolved the political boss, 
but looked upon the boss as an incident 
rather than a necegsary result of our 
form of government.

Chile and Argentina Were 
Unable To Stand the Ex- 
pense of War.

It Is Alleged That Considerable Sac- 
rifice Was Made by Argentina 
in Order To Maintain 
Peace—Common Sense

Santiago de Chile, December 26, via Gal- 
veston, Tex.—A protocol establishing a 
moius vivendi between Chile and Argen- 
tina was signed yesterday. The text will 
be xsiven to the public here at Buenos 
Ayres tomorrow, Friday. Public feeling 
is satisfied and all is perfectly tranquil. 

Buenos Ayres, December 26.--The Na- 
cion says the arrangement arrived at 
between Argentina and Chile is more of a 
triumph of common sense than a triumph 


of diplomacy. 

The Pais says that delay in ending the 
state of armed peace existing would ruin 
Chile and retard Argentina progress for 
twenty vears. 

Washington Is Gratified. 

Washington, December 26.—The state 
department has been informed by United 
States Minister Wilson, at Santiago de 
Chile, that the differences between Ar- 
gentina and Chile may be regarded as set- 
tled through the signature yesterday of 
a protocol, providing for the submission 
of the boundary line and the Ultima Es- 
peranza territory disputes to the decision 
of the king of Great Britain. This an- 
nouncement has given great satisfaction 
to the officials here who have gone to the 
lengths of official practice in their ef- 
forts to avert a war between the two 
most prosperous of the South American 
republics. 

The Argentina minister, Dr. Garcia 
Merou, today received a dsipatch from 
the minister of foreign affairs at Buenos 
Ayres, announcing the satisfactory ter- 
minattion of the (Chile-Argenina trouble 
and giving the basis cf settlement. 


Official Statement. 

The dispatch is as follows: 

“The pending incidents with Chile have 
been solved by agreement, directly with 
the government of that country and in a 
satisfactory form. Chile gives explana- 
tion of the opening of roads through the 
disputed territory and both governments 
agree to withdraw the police forces which 
they have maintained in the territory in 


controversy situated near the inlet of 
Ultima Esperanza. ALLORTA, 


“Minister of Foreign Affairs.’”’ 

Dr. Garcia Merou expressed himself as 
highly gratified with the disappearance 
of the war cloud, and pointed out that the 
terms of settlement showed that Argen- 
tina’s desire to maintain peace had led 
her to make considerable sacrifice.

He Will Aid in Keeping Industrial 
Peace in Nation. 


DISLIKES PUBLIC SERVICE 


But the Issues Involved Are §o 
Momentous, Duty Forces His 


Acceptance. 


New York, December 26.—Former Presli- 
dent Grover Cleveland has accepted ap- 
pointment to the industrial department of 
the National Civic Federation created at 
the recent peace conference of labor and 
capitalistic leaders. His letter of accept- 
anee, in which he approved the plan of 
industrial peace, was today delivered to 
Oscar Strauss, who was chairman of the 
conference. It reads as follows: 

“Princeton, N. J., December 24, 1901— 
My Dear Mr. Strauss: Your letter of the 
18th instant is at hard. Illness has con- 
fined me to my rocm fer almost five 
weeks and I am now hardly able to sit up 
and write this. 

“My desire for the quiet. and comfort 
of absolute retirement from public or 
serri-public service is very strong and 
grows strcnger as the days pass. I should 
without hesitation yield to this and de 
cline your request that I accept a place 
amceng those who are to seck the promo- 
tion of industrial peace by friendly inter- 
vention in trcubles between employers 
and the employed, if I were not afraid 
that I should thereby disregard an im- 
portant duty. My reflections have made 
it clear to me that I should accept the 
place assigned to me, and I do so with an 
earnest wish that thcse selected to 4c- 
tively represent the purposes and motives 
of your conference may not labor in 
vain. Yours very truly, 

“GROVER CLEVELAND.”

By the Lack of Facilities To Trans- 
port Output.

Mr. Lowe hegan, ‘‘that my principal crop 
is cotton. Now, one trouble with the cot- 
ton crop is that it leaves your stock idle 
a large part of the year. This had led 
a great many cotton farmers into a very 
had practice, They sell most of ‘heir 
mules at a sacrifice in the late summer 
and fall rather than feed them through 
the winter, and then buy more mules in 
the spring at advanced prices. This, of 
ccurse, makes business for the’ stock 
dealer, but it is very poor business for 
the farmer. He needs a diversification of 
crops, s@ as to keep his animals profit- 
ably at work the greater part of the 
year, and also to give employment to !a- 
bor. A farmer cannot hope to get good 
hands when he only employs them about 
half the year and expects them to shift 
for themselves the other half. He must 
plant something besides cotton and corn, 
if for nothing else than to keep his stock 
and hands employed. Idleness is Gdemor 
alizing. That is one reason why I grow 
cabbage, and I find them profitable in 
more ways. than one. Most of the work 
ccmes on at a time when my field crops 
are practically out of the way, and I use 
the same teams and men to cultivats and 
market them that I employed in my crop. 

“You probably noticed that I have only 
a small field of cabbage this fall. There 
is about 2 acres, I suppose, and they are 
later than usual. We had great difficulty 
this summer in getting a stand, owing to 
the heavy rains in August. We had to 
plant Our patch over three times; but 
they grew finely when they did get start- 
ed.”’ 

“About how much do your gross re- 
ceipts for cabbage amount to per acre?’ 
I asked. 

“Well, I cannot tell exactly what they 
will bring me this year, for, you see, we 
have only just begun to sell them, and 
a great deal depends on the market. I 
had that same 2-acre piece of land in 
cabbage year before last, however, and I 
sold from it $800 worth of cabbage.’’ 

“That was certainly fine,’’ I remark2d. 
“It would take a good many bales of cot- 
ton to bring $800; but I want you to tell 
me how you grow them, how you prepare 
your land and fertilize it, what variety 
you plant, and how and when you sow 
your seed. In short, all about it.”’ 

Preparing for the Crops. 

“IT will try and tell vou the best I can,” 
Mr. Lowe replied. ‘In the first place, 
iand for cabbage must be made very rich. 
The land where my cabbage are was 
planted. in early corn last spring and as 
scon as the roasting ears were off in July 
we plowed the land and covered it with 
stable manure, about 10 or 15 tons to the 
acre, I suppose. I also applied a ton of 
guano to the acre, the same Kind I use on 
my cotton.” 

“But, Mr. Lowe,’ I interrupted, “do 
ycu think the ordinary cotton guano con- 
tains enough ammonia and potash for 
cabbage? If I remember correctly there 
is only abcut 2 per cent of each of these 
¢lements of plant food to 8 per cent or 20 
per cent of phosphoric acid.’’ 

“You are right there,’’ he replied. “‘Un- 
der most circumstances there would not 
be enough ammonia; but in my case this 
deficiency was supplied by the stable ma- 
nure. Without the manure it would have 
been necessary to use a much higher 
grade of fertilizer. I get my best results, 
however, from a combination of manure 
ard commercial fertilizer. The guano 
supplies plant food which is immediately 
available, while the manure improves the 
physical condition of the scil and carries 
the crop through in good shape. 

“Yes, the manure and fertilizer are all 
put on broadcast and thoroughly worked 
into the soil with cutaway harrow. You 
see, I plant my cabbage very close to- 
gether and it is necessary to make the 
whole land very rich. If I were not able 
to irrigate my cabbage I should have to 
give them more distance, and in that 
case should apply a portion ©f the fer- 
tilizer in the drill. 

: Saving the Seed. 

“After my land was thoroughly pre- 
pared and the fertilizer worked in I laid 
off my rows 2 feet apart in such a man- 
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grow. cover the seed lightly 
with the foot and §rm the soil over them. 
l also plant seed if a bed and water and 
protect it from th@ sun until the plants 
are up. This gives ‘ dant to reset 
with in case 1 do not get tand from 
the seed in the field. | have found the 
Karly Flat Dutch t4 pb: the best 
Variety for the fall can be 
Set closer together large, late 
varieties, and it 
medium-sized cabbage.

Irrigation. 

“You spoke of irrigation a 
do you find it very beneficial?’ | inquired, 

“Oh, yes,’ he replied, “I make my best 
cabbage usually when the weather is dry 
and I irrigate. I can then give them all 
the water they need without getting them 
too wet, as is often the case in a wet 
season. We very ofter have enough rain 
in the fall for cabbage, but every once 
in a while we have a dry fall like the 
present one and then the irrigation comes 
in finely. 

“] bring my water 
through a é-inch pipe. 
able fall to the creek and the upper end 
ot my pipe is simply run into the stream, 
l have no dam or anything of that sort, 
After the water once gets started thea 
suction caused by the weight of water in 
the pipe draws it in. I have a cross pipe 
across the upper end of my cabbage 
patch with stand pipes every few yarus 
to let the water out Where needed. The 
water is- very easily managed; we simply 
let it run and turn it in between the rows 
of cabbage with a hoe, Our rows are 
run with a slight fall, just enough so the 
water will run without washirg, and- we 
go over the patch irrigating every other 
@w first. This prevents our getting the 
land toc wet in any one place, and we 
can then go back and irrigate the other 
rows. 

“Yes, pipe is expensive now. I was for- 
tunate in securing mine a number of 
years ago when it was so cheap. The 
water could, of course, be brought tothe 
field in a ditch, but pipe is better if you 
can get it, in that there is no loss from 
evaporation and you avoid the trouble of 
keeping your ditch cleaned out.” 

Cultivation. 

“And how do you cultivate your cab- 
bage?’’ was my next question. 

‘“Well,’’ said Mr. Lowe, 
cultivators and hoes going pretty lively 
from the time the plants start until they 
are so large it is impossible to get be- 
tween the rows without injuring them. 
The cabbage patch should be either plow- 
ed or hoed once a week during this time 
to keep it in good growing condition. 
After we irrigate it is, of course, neces- 
sary to wait until the land is dry enough 
to crumble before cultivating. But we 
can often hoe the plants when it would 
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vator.’’ 

“And the cabbage worms, Mr. Lowe, 
how do you kill them?’’ I asked. 

“Cabbage worms are sometimes a great 
nuisance,’’ he replied. “‘But we have not 
been troubled with them this fall. I have 
found air slaked lime sprinkled over the 
plants when the dew is on them as ef- 
fective as anything. I purchased lime to 
use on my cabbage this fall, but for- 
tunately I have had no occasion to ap- 
ply it. If -the worms are very bad it is 
oft@ necessary to make several applica- 
tions,”’ 

Keeping the Cabbage. 

“About Christmas time cabbage are 
often killed by the cold in our locality. 
Do you protect them in any way?” I in- 
quired. 

“As a rule my cabbage are sold by that 
time,’’ said Mr. Lowe. “I have found it 
necessary to keep them for a number of 
weeks, however, On more than one oc- 
casion, until they could be marketed. To 
do this I sometimes plow a ditch in the 
field with a large plow, then pull up the 
cabbage by the roots and place them 
head downward close together in this 
ditch and cover them with earth. I have 
also kept them very nicely by pulling 
them up and piling them, roots up, under 
a shed and covering them with straw. It 
is not often. that we have to keep them. 
As a rule the demand is in excess of the 
supply, and they are disposed of before 
danger of very severe weather.” 

Georgia buys hundreds of car loads of 
cabbage through the fall and _ winter 
months which are shipped here from out- 
side the borders of the state, the same as 
she does hay, potatoes and meat. These 
things can be grown in Georgia and will 
pay the farmer a much larger profit than 
cotton. Why not make an effert to grow 
them here and keep this. money at 
home?

THOMAS J. MALONE 
DIED YESTERDAY 


Former City Tax Assessor Breathes His 
Last. 


A RESIDENT FIFTY YEARS 


wr. Malone Was a Native of Ireland 
and Came Over to America 
with His Family When 
He Was Only Five 
Years Old. 


Thomas J. Malone, a well-known citl- 
zen of Atlanta and for many years city 
tax assessor, died at his residence, & 


o'clock yesterday morning. 
Mr. Malone was born at Dundalk, Ire- 


land, sixty-five years ago. When he was 
only 5 years of age he came to America 
with his family, and shortly after their 
arrival the family moved to the south. 

The boyhood of Mr. Malone was spent 
principally at Fayetteville and Covington, 
Ga., where he. learned business methods 
that stood him in good stead all his life 
from his uncles, Richard and Thomas 
Byrne. 

Mr. Malone was a ploneer citizen, in 
fact, one of the first to move into the 
ambitious village that afterwards devel- 
oped into the city of Atlanta. 

Before and after tne civil war he was 
connected with the Southern Express 
Company, holding important and respon- 
sible positions in that service. After this 
hg was employed by the Georgia railroad 
and for a number of years was a valued 
agent of the company. 

Mr. Malone entered the service of the 
county as deputy sheriff, being elected 
on the ticket headed by Judge W. A.

Pony Express Letters. 

Philadelphia Times: ‘In looking over 
some old papers the other day,” said a 
wholesale merehant, “I ran across a very 
singular document. It was a letter of in- 
struction sent forty years ago by one of 
my uncles, then in St. Louis, to his agent 
in San Francisco. It related to the dis- 
posal of a lot of goods which had been 
shipped by way of the Horn, and, al- 
though it contained over 15,000 words and 
a copy of a good sized invoice, it was 
written on just two sheets of paper. The 
paper itself was a sort of tough, opaque 
tissue, very thin and light, and when fold- 
ed the letter slipped easily into an enve- 
lope about 3 inches wide. 

“Why it was got up in such a peculiar 
style was explained by the stamp In the 
corner, which was one of the old ‘pony 
express’ series of Wells, Fargo & Co. and 
was embellished with a picture of a man 
on horseback, spurring at a dead gallop 
across the plains. I knew, of course, that 
the Pacific mail of the period was car- 
ried by relay express riders, but I never 
before realized what great pains were 
taken to reduce the weight to the lowest 
possible point. I am told that the letters 
were stored in Ifttle flat penches wnder 
the flaps of the saddle and that they 
were always written on a especially pre- 
pured tissue. 

“The one I have described must have 
occupied an expert clerk several days, for 
the penmanship, while microscopic, is 
beautifully executed and as clear and as 
legible as print. The stamp was of the 
denomination of 50 cents, and taken alto- 
gether it would be hard to find a more 
striking reminder of the astonishing prog- 
ress that has been made in this country in 
a trifle over one generation, Everything 
about the little brown letters—its light- 
ness, its compactness and the cost of its 
carriage—spoke of dangers, difficulties and 
rude, primitive conditions. It is difficult to 
realize that the route it traveled is now 
the great highway of a thousand rushing 
trains bearing the transcontinental com- 
merce of the nation.” 


CLARK'S SLAYER 
MAY BE CAPTURED 


Negro Held at LaPorte, Ind., Believed 
To Be the One. 


CLARK’S FATHER CONFIDENT 


Sheriff of Birmingham Says Negio 
Is Not One Wanted, but Latter 
Fails To Tell Whereabouts 
When the Crime Was 
Committed. 


LaPorte, Ind., December 26.—J. W. 
Clark, of Newnan, Ga., is confident that 
a negro in jail in Vigo county, this state, 
is Felix Hall, who is wanted in Birming- 
ham, Ala., for the brutal and unprovoked 
murder of Clark's son. 

The sheriff at Birmingham says that the 
negro in the Indiana jail is not Hall, but 
Clark is so confident that he is not mis- 
taken in the man’s identity that he will 
immediately arrange for the transporta- 
tion of the suspect from Indiana to Bir- 
mingham. 

The negro protests that he is innocent 
of murder and that he is a victim of mis- 
taken identity. A suspieious circumstance, 
however, is that he is unable to satisfac- 
torily account for his whereabouts at the 
time of the murder of Clark's son. 


Women as Telephonists. 
(From London Mail.) 

In its decision to employ girls as tele- 
phone operators the British postoffice 
has submitted to the inevitable. 

lf ever nature created a monopoly ina 
profession, she did so when she endowed 
girls with the voices they possess. 

In lands as diverse in custom as RHRo- 
mania and America, Italy and England, 
men yield place to women as telephon- 
ists. Even in the land of the geisha this 
natural advantage reveals itself, and the 
rapidly growing telephone’ service of 
Japan is staffed entirely by women. Ger- 
inany has rejected women as telegraph- 
ists, but admits their superiority over 
men as telephonists. 

The proprietorship of the profession is 
dependent mainly upon one anatomical 
character, viz, the length of the vocal 
chords. This prime character is support- 
ed and reinforced by a number of subsid- 
lury qualities, but it constitutes in itself 
the indisputable claim which women have 
to superiority over men as telephonists. 

The vocal chords of a woman are con- 
siderably shorter than those of a man. 
As a result the voice has a higher pitch. 
The telephone diaphragm responds more 
accurately to the higher pitched voice, 
the magnetic disturbances are more 
rapid, and, therefore, more potent, and 
the currents transmitted to the remote 
station lose less in. transmission. Until 
some method is devised for equalizing the 
value of the sonorous waves set up by 
the longer, slower vibrating chords of 
men, and the shorter, more rapidly vi- 
brating chords of women, this primary 
character renders women’s pcsition se- 
cure in the profession of telephonist. 

But there are other less important 
characteristics which aid in securing her 
supremacy. If you !isten to an average 
woman speaking, and compare her with 
an average man of her own class, you 
will notice the following among other 
things: Her enuncyition of the words is 
better. There is a lesser tenaency to cuy 
the ends of words, or to drop the voice 


and mumble the terminations, than i!s 
displayed by her male companion. Her 
choice of words, too, is better, and there 


is a natural purity of diction that is dis- 


tinctive. She will use a large percentage 
of the short, crisp, homely Anglo-Saxon 
words, sand show an avoidance of ab- 
stract, Latin-derived words. All this 


helps in conversation upon a telephone. 

In. telephone exchanges, too, the nerv- 
ous organization of women helps them, 
They are more patient (let telephone sub- 
secribers say what they will!), and less 
likely to suffer from prolonged, monoton- 
cus work. They are not so readily re- 
sponsive to the effects of nervous strain. 
Perhaps it would be better to say they 
do not feel a nervcus strain under cir- 
cumstances where the mcre highly 
strung male becomes nervous and restive. 

These are a few of the causes that 
contribute to the superiority of women 
as telephonists, ana it will be obvioug 
that they are not likely to be ousted un- 
less some new and important modifica- 
tion of the telephone is invented. 

The Postal Union has in it tortv-seven 
administrations, and of this number thir- 
tyv-five employ women as telephonists. In 
addition to this, all the large telephone 
companies in Europe and America em- 
ploy women.

CRITICISM OF GOVERNOR 
ON ACCOUNT OF VETOES 


HERE has been some criticism re- 
if cently in certain quarters of Gov- 
ernor Candler for his veto of the resolu- 
tions providing for paying the salary of 
two members of the legislature who died 
before the beginning of the last session 
to their widows, and of that to pay to 
the widow of General John McIntosh Kell 
$447. These resolutions were passed by 
the legislature but vetoed on the ground 
that they proposed gifts or gratuitous 
donations of the state’s funds and were, 
therefore, unconstitutional. 

In regard to the resolutions proposing 
to pay $200 each to tne widows of Hon. J. 
H. McWhorter, of Oglethorpe, and Hon. 
G. G. Johnson, of Jefferson, attention has 
been called to the fact that while the 
governor vetoed these resolutions, the 
per diem of Hon. Porter King was paid 
to his widow for the entire session. 
Messrs. McWhorter and Johnson died be- 
fore tne last session began and their suc- 
cessors had been elected and were sworn 
in when the legislature met, drawing the 
per diem for the entire session. 

The case of Hon. Porter King is on an 
entirely different basis. He had served 
three days of the session when he died 
and there was no resolution passed with 
reference to his per diem, because there is 
a special law wohich fits the case and it 

ras unnecessary. The law in question Is 
found in seetion 31], wolume 1 of the civil 
code, as follows 


If any member of the general assembly shall 
die during the session or afterwards without 
having received the whole or any portion of his 


' pay, the amount due for the whole session shall 
| be paid to 
, ike manner to the children. 


the widow, and if no widow, in 

Mr. King had @ gun the session and un- 
der this law it became the duty of the 
treasurer to pay the per diem to his fam- 
ily without resolution. Governor Candler 
never draws his warrant for the pay of 
any member of the general assembly. The 
accounts are simply approved by the 
speaker of the house or the president of 
the senate, as the case may be. 

There was a resolution passed to pay 
the per diem of Lectured Crawford, the 
colored member from McIntosh, to his 
family. He also had begun the session, 
but was taken sick after serving only two 
or three days. Altnough it was wholly 
unnecessary, a resolution was passed in 
this case and it was approved by the gov- 
ernor. 

Speaking of the Kell 
ernor Candler said; 

‘This resolution was clearly unconstitu- 
tional for the reasons given. Adjutant. 
General Kell had reteived nis salary up 
to the day of his death and this apnpro- 
priation would. have been clearly a gra- 
tuity. There is no one who admired tae 
career and record of this famous hero, 
or who appreciated his services to the 
State and country more than myself, and 
before nis death I took pains’ to do all I 
could in his behalf. After the Spanish 
war I was obliged to dispense with tae 
services of a clerk in the adjutant gen- 
eral’s office. There was only one of three 
things to be done, since General Kell 
was unable to attend to the duties of the 
Office: To make a new appointment, to 
require him to employ a clerk or to do as 
was done and appoint a capitol guard as 
clerk, which made the burden lightest 
on General Kell, he having only to sup- 
plement the salary paid tne capitol guard 
who did the work. By this last arrange- 
ment General Kell received the greater 
part of his salary up to the day of is 
death. The resolution it was my dut? ¢o 
veto under the.constitution, and I did so 
regretting only for the sake of the mem: 
ory of General Kell that I could not ap- 
prove it.” 


HUTCHINS, FORT, WRIGHT.

The names of three prominent Geor- 
gians are being talked of in connection 
with the office—Judge N. L. Hutchins 
of Gwinnett, who was among the eandi- 
dates for state librarian: Judge Allen 
Fort, of Americus, and Hon, Boykin 
Wright, of Augusta. Judge Hutchins, it 
was supposed, would get the office when 
his name disappeared from the list of 
candidates for jibrarian. Since then 
however, the other gentlemen bamed 
have appeared among the possibilities 
Judge Fort has called on the governor 
several times within the last few months 
and friends Of Hon. Boykin Wright have 
been quite active in his interests. All of 
these gentlemen have taken prominent

PAYING THE INTEREST. 
AVING disposed of the temporary 
loan of $200,000 and diminished the fund

The total amount for 
which checks are to be issued for 
this interest is about $163,000.

(From The Philadelphia Press.) 

The suggestion of Senator Hoar that 
Guam be selected as the island to which 
anarchists should be deported is a capital 
one. The proposition to utilize the Isie 


of Pines is untenable 

The latter is entirely too near Cuba. 
It ig barren and without natural re- 
sources. While this might, in the minds 
of some persons, make it an ideal spot 
on which to isolate these mad dogs of 
civilization. it must not be forgotten that 
these same people must have an oppor- 
tunity for gaining a livelihood. . They 
must have ground to till and food to eat. 
After deportation, if they live up to the 
recognized rules of their creed, they will 
neither work nor wash; they will naturai- 
ly prey upon each other, and in this way 
extermination of the whole breed will oc- 
cur in the brief course of years. | 

Guam is the island of all islands for 
deportation purposes, and for working out 
an experiment in practical anarchy. It is 
fertile and far away. Already it is the 
home of some of the bloodiest and most 
treacherous of the Filipino leaders, who 
have vainly tried to make those islands 
a slaughter house of American soldiers. 
From their own standpoint of cruelty and 
lawlessness a community of Filipino con- 
spirators and American anarchists would 
be ideally perfect. 

The selection of Guam, by reason of 
its location in mid-Pacific, would effec- 
tually deter any heartsick anarchist, sat- 
ed with the remorseless and bloody prac- 
tical workings of his creed on himself 
and his own, from escaping to a more 
desirable society. Thus would justice 
work out unerringly its own punish- 
ment. 

Once this unique colony is established 
the unalterable law of Guam should be 
“work or starve.’’ There should be no 
lounging in the brown shade of cocoa- 
nut groves, no pampering by. guardians 
and no publicity.
